The Annual Meeting of the American Dental Association will be held in Cin- 
cinnati October 11-13. Because of wartime restrictions on travel, the meeting will 
be devoted to business sessions of the Board of Trustees, the House of Delegates and 
various A.D.A. committees . . . The War Service Committee, the Council on Dental 
Education, the Council on Dental Health and the Committee on Legislation will 
hold open meetings to discuss current problems . . . The State Officers’ Conference 
will be held on Sunday, October 10. 

The Third War Loan Campaign, which opened September 9, seeks to raise fifteen 
billion dollars . . . State societies are asked to aid in launching Dental Pictorial, 
new publication devoted to the dental health education of the public . . . Two 
naval vessels are named in honor of two dental officers killed in action in the present 
war: Lieut. Comdr. Thomas E. Crowley and Lieut. Edward J. O’Reilly . . . Maj. 
Gen. Norman T. Kirk, Surgeon General of the Army, will make a national broad- 
cast from the open meeting of the War Service Committee in Cincinnati October 9 
. . . The American College of Surgeons announces a list of minimum standards for 
dental departments in hospitals. 

Eleven states are in need of directors of dental health because of wartime per- 
sonnel shortages . . . The Army orders enlisted men to have their dental work 
completed before starting ASTP courses . . . Canada studies dental care and finds 
that the dentist-patient ratio has dropped sharply because of the war . . . Forty-seven 
dentists qualify for the Regular Navy Dental Corps. 

Brig. Gen. Robert H. Mills completes two tours of inspection of Army dental 
facilities . . . New dental clinic is opened at Carlisle Barracks, Pennsylvania . . 
Heating oil rations are increased by Office of Price Administration.

A.D.A. TrusTEEs, DELEGATES AND COMMITTEES 
To MEET IN CincINNATI OcTOBER 11-13 


The Annual Meeting of the American 
Dental Association, limited to the trans- 
action of essential business because of 
wartime travel restrictions, will be held 
at the Netherland Plaza in Cincinnati, 
October-11-13. In keeping with the reso- 
lution adopted by the House of Dele- 
gates at the 1942 Meeting, there will be 
no program of scientific essays, clinics 
and exhibits. 

TRUSTEES.—President J. Ben Robinson 
will preside over the Board of Trustees, 
which begins its sessions prior to the 
meeting on Friday, October 8. Other 
meetings of the Board will be held each 
day as necessary until the close of the 
meeting. 

DELEGATES.—The House of Delegates, 
the legislative body of the American 
Dental Association, will convene for its 
first session on Monday, October 11, at 
10 a.m. Other sessions will follow on 
Monday at 2 p.m., Tuesday, October 12, 
at 2 p.m., and Wednesday, October 13, 


at 1 p.m. All sessions will be held in the 
Hall of Mirrors of the Netherland Plaza. 
The Committee on Credentials will be- 
gin the registration of delegates at the 
hotel on Sunday, October 10, at 10 p.m. 
With the present membership of the 
Association, the House of Delegates this 
year will seat approximately 313 dele- 
gates. Each constituent society with less 
than 100 members is entitled to one 
delegate. Each society is entitled to one 
additional delegate if it has more than 
100 regular members and to one more 
delegate for each 200 members enrolled. 
In addition, the Army Dental Corps, the 
Navy Dental Corps, the United States 
Public Health Service and the Veterans’ 
Administration are each entitled to one 
delegate. 
ELECTIONS.— The House of Delegates, at 
its final session, will name the President 
Elect and other officers of the Associa- 
tion. Capt. C. Raymond Wells, President 
Elect, will succeed J. Ben Robinson, 
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President, at the close of the Annual 
Meeting. 

The terms of four Trustees expire this 
year. Nomination for these offices will 
be made to the House of Delegates by 
the district which each Trustee repre- 
sents. Trustees whose terms expire this 
year and their districts are: Philip E. 
Adams, District 1 (Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Connecti- 
cut and Rhode Island); H. B. Wash- 
burn, District 10 (Minnesota and Iowa) ; 
Howard E. Summers, District 6 (Mis- 
souri, Kentucky, Tennessee and West 
Virginia) ; Carlos H. Schott, District 7 
(Indiana and Ohio). 

COUNCIL ON DENTAL HEALTH.—The 
Council on Dental Health will hold an 
open meeting on Monday, October 11, 
at 8 p.m. The chairman, Emory W. 
Morris, will preside over a round table 
discussion in which all members of the 
Council will participate. There will also 
be a discussion of the work to be done 
by councils at the state and community 
levels. 

WAR SERVICE COMMITTEE.—The War 
Service Committee has arranged a com- 
prehensive program for Saturday, Octo- 
ber g. There will be a discussion of 
dentistry’s réle in the war effort by 
speakers from the Army, Navy, Procure- 
ment and Assignment Service, Selective 
Service Committee and committees of 
the American Dental Association. Maj. 
Gen. Norman T. Kirk, Surgeon General 
of the Army, will deliver one of the prin- 
cipal addresses. 

COUNCIL ON DENTAL EDUCATION.—The 
Council on Dental Education will hold a 
conference meeting on Saturday, Octo- 
ber 9, at 2 p.m. The purpose of the 
conference is to discuss problems arising 


-out of the Army and Navy Specialized 


Training Programs and the acceleration 
of the dental course. 

COMMITTEE ON LEGISLATION.—The Com- 
mittee on Legislation will hold an open 
session on Tuesday, October 12, at 9 
a.m., to discuss legislative problems of a 
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state and national character. Special at- 
tention will be given to bills now being 
considered by various legislatures. 

STATE OFFICERS’ CONFERENCE.—The An- 
nual State Officers’ Conference, usually 
held in Chicago in February, will be 
held this year in connection with the 
Annual Meeting. Morning and after- 
noon sessions, devoted to problems of 


constituent and component societies, will - 


be held on Sunday, October 10. The 
luncheon speaker will be C. Raymond 
Wells, President Elect of the American 
Dental Association. 


PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


PROGRAM FOR CINCINNATI MEETING 
DiscussED BY PRESIDENT ROBINSON 


At the St. Louis meeting in 1942, the 
House of Delegates acted to postpone the 
scientific sessions of the American Den- 
tal Association for the “period of diffi- 
cult transportation.” Therefore, the 
meeting in Cincinnati, October 11-13, 
1943, will be limited to the reports of 
committees, to the meetings of the Board 
of Trustees and to the deliberations of 
the House of Delegates. It is planned, 
however, to utilize as productively as 
possible all the available time during the 
meeting in order to bring forcefully to 
the attention of the delegates and to the 
officers of constituent societies the more 
trying problems with which the Ameri- 
can Dental Association officers and com- 
mittees are concerned and in which the 
officers of the constituent societies will be 
called upon to cooperate. The Cincinnati 
meeting, which has attracted to the 
American Dental Association the sessions 
of the State Officers’ Conference for the 
first time in many years, will bring to- 
gether a majority of the state and na- 
tional dental leaders. This favorable 
situation makes it possible for the Ameri- 
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can Dental Association committees to 
achieve a great deal by presenting for 
the benefit of all those in attendance 
discussions of the current status of the 
war effort and the part the dentist is 
yet to play in it. Conversely, these con- 
ferences will provide the opportunity for 
the constituent societies to present to 
their representatives many state and local 
problems for discussion and clarification. 

The Board of Trustees will meet on 
Friday, October 8, and will continue its 
deliberations at further specified times 
until October 13. Four sessions of the 
House of Delegates will be held, October 
11-13, inclusive. At certain opportune 
times during this period (October 8-13), 
a number of important committee meet- 
ings and conferences will be scheduled. 
These meetings will include those of the 
War Service Committee, the State Offi- 
cers’ Conference, the Council on Den- 
tal Education, the Council on Dental 
Health and the Committee on Legislation. 
WAR SERVICE COMMITTEE.—The War 
Service Committee will convene at 9:30 
a.m., Saturday, October 9. The program 
for the day is full. It will include dis- 
cussions of almost all the problems of 
concern to the war effort and also of the 
difficulties imposed on private practice 
by the military situation. It will offer an 
opportunity for delegates and state offi- 
cers to bring to the meeting any impor- 
tant local problem and will provide them 
with an opportunity to question the na- 
tional representatives concerning matters 
upon which the constituent membership 
may desire particular information. The 
speakers include Rear Adm. Alexander 
G. Lyle (DC), USN; Capt. Robert S. 
Davis (DC), USN, Administrative Offi- 
cer, the Surgeon General’s Office ; Brig. 
Gen. Robert H. Mills (DC), USA, 
Chief Dental Officer, Medical Depart- 
ment ; Maj. Gen. Norman T. Kirk (MC), 
USA, Surgeon General; Comdr. M. E. 
Lapham (MC), USNR, Executive Offi- 
cer, Procurement and Assignment Serv- 
ice; Capt. C. Raymond Wells (DC), 
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USNR, Chief, Dental Division, Medical 
Department, National Selective Service 
System ; Capt. Marion W. McCrea (DC), 
AUS, Assistant in the Medical Section, 
Curricula and Standards Branch, United 
States Army Specialized Training Divi- 
sion ; Henry A. Swanson, chairman of the 
National Dental Salvage Committee, and 
C. Willard Camalier, chairman of the 
War Service Committee. Arrangements 
have been made for holding the meeting 
in a commodious room where all may 
be comfortably seated. Sufficient time 
will be allowed for a thorough discussion 
of the over-all military picture as it in- 
volves dentistry and the dentist. The 
topics and the speakers should attract 
the interest of all who may be planning 
to attend the Cincinnati meeting. All 
delegates and state officers should so 
arrange their trips that they may arrive 
at Cincinnati in time for this meeting. 
STATE OFFICERS.—The State Officers’ 
Conference will open its sessions at 8:30 
a.m., Sunday, October 10. Frederick E. 
Grant, of Massachusetts, will serve as 
chairman and C. S. Foster, of Iowa, as 
secretary. The program has been built 
around the general theme of improving 
the character of constituent society meet- 
ings in order to make them more prac- 
tical and more useful to the membership. 
The following topics will be discussed : 
(a) public relations; (b) responsibility 
of state societies to component societies ; 
(c) A.D.A. activities; (d) ideal plan of 
handling dental exhibits, and (e) prob- 
lems of smaller states—how can they be 
solved? Capt. C. Raymond Wells will 
be the luncheon speaker. Other speakers 
will be John R. Wallace, Winchester, 
Mass. ; Fred A. Richmond, Kansas City, 
Kan.; Leroy M. Ennis, Philadelphia ; 
I. M. Steinberg, Fort Smith, Ark., and 
J. Ben Robinson, Baltimore. This pro- 
gram is offered to strengthen the work 
of state societies, to advance the quality 
of local dental society programs and to 
improve the educational benefits derived 
from state society meetings. 
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COUNCIL ON DENTAL EDUCATION.—The 
Council on Dental Education will hold 
a conference at 2 p.m., October 9, to 
which representatives of dental schools 
are invited. The purpose of this confer- 
ence is to provide opportunity for the 
discussion of some of the serious prob- 
lems imposed on dental schools by the 
acceleration of the dental course and the 
’ problems brought about by the War 
Specialized Training Program. John T. 
O’Rourke, chairman of the Council, will 
preside. C. Willard Camalier, of the 
War Service Committee, will be present 
to discuss the technical aspects of War 
Production Board rulings as they affect 
dental school requirements. Capt. M. W. 
McCrea (DC), AUS, of the Army Spe- 
cialized Training Division, and Comdr. 
B. W. Hogan (MC), USN, of the Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery of the Navy, 
will explain the purposes of the War 
Specialized Training Programs and some 
of the requirements established by the 
Army and the Navy with which dental 
educators generally are not well ac- 
quainted. Capt. C. Raymond Wells 
(DC), USNR, will discuss the relation- 
ships of the Selective Service System to 
those civilian students preparing for 
dental school and to those students 
who are preparing for dental school 
under the War Specialized Training 
Program. 

COUNCIL ON DENTAL HEALTH.—The 
Council on Dental Health will hold an 
open meeting on Monday evening, Octo- 
ber 11, at 8 o’clock, the chairman, Emory 
W. Morris, presiding. The Council, 
newly created at St. Louis in 1942, has 
worked diligently through the year in an 
effort to lay a foundation upon which 
the American Dental Association can 
build firmly its future public dental 
health policies. During the year, the 
Council has attacked a number of diffi- 
cult problems, and has studied the many 
divisions of jts field of interest. This is 
an appropriate and convenient time to 
bring together the members of the Coun- 
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cil, the Delegates and the state officers 
for a consideration of the problems 
with which the Council has concerned 
itself during the year. A round-table 
program has been arranged which in. 
cludes a number of vitally important 
questions. These topics will be presented 
at the Conference by members of the 
Council. Full opportunity will then be 
given those who desire to continue the 
discussion. The information gained and 
the attitudes observed in these discus. 
sions will be of great value both to the 
Council and to the American Dental 
Association in shaping its program. 

COMMITTEE ON LEGISLATION.—The Com- 
mittee on Legislation, with Sterling V. 
Mead presiding, will hold an open ses- 
sion, Tuesday, October 12, at 9 :00 a.m, 
for the purpose of offering to the Dele- 
gates and state officers a chance to par- 
ticipate in the discussion of a number of 
vital legislative problems. Among the 
topics to be presented for discussion are: 
(a) methods of enforcement of the Mail 
Order Denture Law; (b) dental care in 
the Army, the Navy, the Public Health 
Service and the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion; (c) contemplated action on bills 
relating to social legislation; (d) bills 
relating to licensure of refugee dentists; 
(e) proposals for the certification of den- 
tal laboratory technicians, and (f) sug- 
gestions for establishing among the states 
universal reciprocity of dental licensure 
for all dentists commissioned in the 
armed forces. Both completed and pend- 
ing legislative matters are included in 
these topics. In the former case, it is 
imperative that a better understanding 
of existing laws be had in order that they 
may be competently enforced. It is nec- 
essary also that the membership of the 
American Dental Association be at- 
quainted with contemplated legislation, 
that it give its support to any pending 
measures and that it be prepared, 
through a knowledge of some of the 
difficulties of legislation, ‘to cooperate 
with the committee whenever it is pos- 
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sible for the constituent groups to help. 

The delegates, the state officers and 
the committee members are urged to 
avail themselves fully of the opportuni- 
ties that these various programs offer. 
I have heard dentists in high positions 
complain that official and final action is 
frequently taken by our leaders on vitally 
important questions concerning the de- 
tails of which the membership is ignorant. 
It has been argued that some means 
should be provided to better inform the 
rank and file on matters of vital current 
and future concern to them. There can 
be no objection to such an attitude. 
Democracy and democratic procedures 
can endure only when they have the full 
support of those participating in their 
benefits. If you as a delegate, as a com- 
mitteeman or as.a state officer yearn to 
render that service expected of you by 
those who placed you ‘in your present 
position of responsibility, you must give 
of your time and of your thought so that 
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you may thoroughly understand your 
duties and your relationships; and that 
you may be prepared to discharge intelli- 
gently your obligation to your constitu- 
ents. If you do less than this, the cause 
of dentistry and the interests of those 
you are in honor bound to serve will 
suffer. Therefore, I urge you to attend 
faithfully all the meetings outlined for 
the five days in Cincinnati, and I charge 
you to give diligent attention to the 
transactions of the various conferences 
and to engage in the important discus- 
sions of the various topics that have been 
listed as worthy of consideration. If you 
devote yourselves to these tasks, you will 
be able to carry back to your home com- 
munity—to those you represent— the 
knowledge necessary to assist them in 
doing their part by the military, by soci- 
ety and by dentistry, and you will have 
made a contribution toward shaping the 
future course of your profession.—J. Ben 
Robinson, President. 


DENTAL EDUCATION 


University OF TEXAS OPENS 
DenTAL ScHOOL aT Houston 


The following statement on the open- 
ing, September 1, of a school of den- 
tistry by the University of Texas was 
made by Harlan H. Horner, secretary of 
the Council on Dental Education of the 
American Dental Association. 

Two formal announcements simultaneously 
issued from Houston, Texas, are of great 
significance as touching the progress of den- 
tal education in the Southwest. The board 
of trustees and the dean of the Texas Dental 
College announced that the program of den- 
tal education conducted by the college would 
be discontinued August 31 and that the prop- 
erties of the college would be given to the 
University of Texas. 

The board of regents and the president of 
the University of Texas announced the open- 
ing of a school of dentistry at Houston, Sep- 
tember 1, in the properties acquired by gift 
from the Texas Dental College. Thus, an 
important step forward in dental education, 


long projected by Dean Frederick C. Elliott 
and his associates, has come to fruition with- 
out dislocation of the work in progress and 
without the loss of a single day of instruction. 

The final catalog of the Texas Dental Col- 
lege, issued in July, contains a statement by 
Walter H. Scherer, president of the board of 
trustees, expressing the satisfaction of the 
board in the transfer of the college to the 
University of Texas. The Texas Dental Col- 
lege was founded in Houston in February 
1905. Its inception was due to the desire of 
a small group of business and professional 
men in Houston to provide dental education 
for the residents of Texas. The college was 
organized as a public trust in 1929. Dr. 
Elliott has been dean of the college since 1932 
and has been named dean of the School of 
Dentistry of the University of Texas. The 
Chamber of Commerce of Houston gave a 
testimonial dinner for Dr. Elliott June 3 at 
which he was highly praised for his part in 
the transfer of the college to the university 
and for his many public services in the City 
of Houston and in the State of Texas in the 
promotion of public health.

StaTE SOCIETIES TO AID IN 
LauncHinG DenTAL PIcTORIAL 


State dental societies will be asked next 
month by the Bureau of Public Rela- 
tions of the American Dental Associa- 
tion to participate actively in a program 
to increase the circulation of Dental Pic- 
torial, the new dental health magazine. 
Lon W. Morrey, director of the Bureau, 
states that subscriptions to Dental Pic- 
torial have been coming in steadily but 
slowly during the summer months. He 
said : 

“As yet, we have not reached the point 
where we can go ahead on a basis of 
self-support. Now that vacation days are 
over and dentists and dealers are back 
at work, the Bureau of Public Relations 
expects a marked increase in the circu- 
lation of the new magazine. 

“Dental Pictorial was launched at the 
fequest of many of our members. Its 
success depends on the support received 
from the dental societies and individual 
members.

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HOSPITAL DENTAL 
STANDARDS 


EstasiisH Minimum DENTAL 
STANDARDS FoR HospPITALs 


A list of minimum standards for den- 
tal departments in hospitals has been 
announced by the American College of 
Surgeons. This list supplements the fif- 
teen minimum standards already estab- 
lished for distinct hospital services and 
departments and is a part of the hospital 
standardization program of the American 
College of Surgeons. The standards 
follow : 

STANDARDS.—1. Facilities. The Dental De- 
partment shall be adequately equipped for 
diagnostic, operative and laboratory work. 

2. Accommodation. The Dental Depart- 
ment shall be a complete and self-contained 
unit located in suitable and adequate quarters. 

3. Organization. The Dental Department 

shall be properly organized and under the di- 
rection of a director of dental services. In 
addition, a complete staff of the dental depart- 
ment shall embrace: exodontist, periodontist, 
dental consultant in radiology, prosthodontist, 
dental intern, dental surgeon and graduate 
nurse. 
4. Professional Personnel. The professional 
personnel shall be selected with due care as to 
character, professional ethics, training, ability 
and operative skill. Appointments to the dental 
staff shall be made by the governing board of 
the hospital according to predetermined re- 
quirements and shall follow the same proce- 
dure as that of the medical staff. 

5. Adjunct Personnel. Adjunct personnel 
shall be properly selected and have essential 
training in their respective activities. 

6. Training. Interns and nurses whenever 
possible shall be given theoretical instruction 
and practice experience in the care of dental 
patients. 

7. Treatment. The dental department shall 
provide for the elimination of oral sepsis by 
hygiene and/or surgery for in-patients, out- 
patients, and hospital personnel—to relieve 


pain; to meet the dental needs of the pa 
tient; oral hygiene, periodontia, oral surgery 
and restorative dentistry. 

8. Consultation. Dental consultation shal] 
be sought—in all cases involving fracture of the 
maxilla and mandible; in all cases wherein a 
prosthetic restoration may later be required; 
in examination and care of the expectant 
mother’s dentition, and in the education of 
the mother as to the importance and care of 
the child’s primary and secondary dentition. 

g. Conferences. The dental staff shall at 
tend and participate in the medical staff 
conferences and shall hold monthly depart. 
mental conferences for the thorough review 
and analysis of their clinical activities. Such 
other meetings shall be held as will advance 
the knowledge of each member of the dental 
staff and improve the professional work of the 
hospital. 

10. Records. Accurate and complete den- 
tal records shall comprise history, examina- 
tion, reports of x-ray and laboratory exam- 
inations, consultation, diagnosis, treatment 
and results. 

In the small hospital in which finances or 
physical limitations prohibit the immediate 
establishment of a dental department as out- 
lined, the appointment of a dental consultant 
would be advantageous.

Two Dentat Orricers HonorRED

The Crowley (De-303) will be named 
in honor of Lieut. Comdr. Thomas E. 
Crowley (DC), USN, who was killed in 
action at Pearl Harbor December 7, 
1941. Commander Crowley resided in St. 
Louis. 

The O’Reilly (De-330) will be named 
in honor of Lieut. Edward J. O'Reilly 
(DC), USN, who was killed in action in 
the Battle of the Solomon Islands in 
1942. Lieutenant O’Reilly practiced in 
Chicago. 


DentaL Work TO BE COMPLETED 
BerorE Start oF ASTP Courses 


Enlisted men scheduled to pursue a 
course of instruction under the Army 
Specialized Training Program will have 
all dental work done before beginning 
their courses of study, according to a 
recent announcement by the War De- 
partment. Because, at the present time, 
dental facilities at colleges offering the 
Army Specialized Training Program are 
extremely limited, it is essential that 
sufficient dental work be accomplished 
at replacement training centers, posts, 
camps or stations prior to ordering the 
individuals involved to schools or col- 
leges to insure that their course of in- 
struction will not be interrupted because 
of dental defects. 


CANADA StTupIES WARTIME 
DENTIST-PATIENT Ratios 


The shortage of dentists brought about 
by the war has caused the dentist-pa- 
tient ratio to drop sharply and now 
amounts to one practicing dentist for 
every 3,477 patients in Canada. This 
decrease was revealed in a survey of 
dental services made by the Canadian 
Dental Association and reported recently 
in the Journal of the Canadian Dental 
Association. 

In 1938, the survey shows, Canada 
had 4,174 practicing dentists and a den- 
tist-patient ratio of 1 :2,685. Up to Feb- 
ruary 1943, 1,010 Canadian dentists had 
entered the armed forces, the dentist- 
patient ratio becoming 1:3,477. As a 
result, the Canadian Dental Association 
has recommended the establishment of 
a procurement and assignment service 
for dentists and dental technical per- 
sonnel, consideration for dentists in the 
use of gasoline and rubber, the classifica- 
tion of dental technicians as “essential” 
and the prevention of enlistment in those 
provinces where dental personnel has 
already been depleted to 70 per cent of 
normal.

ScHEDULE For INcomE Tax 
STATEMENTS AND PAYMENTS 


The following calendar indicates the 
dates on which income tax statements 
and payments must be made : 

March 15, 1943. Payment made on 
this date is applied against the income 
tax bill for 1943. 

June 15, 1943. Payment made on 
this date is also applied against the 


income tax bill for 1943. 

September 15, 1943. The estimated in- 
come and victory tax must be declared 
and one-half of the amount due on the 
1943 tax bill must be paid. 

December 15, 1943. An amended dec- 
laration of estimated income can be filed 
if necessary and the balance due on the 
1943 tax bill must be paid. 

March 15, 1944. The final 1943 in- 
come tax return must be filed. Any bal- 
ance remaining after deduction of the 
four payments during 1943 must be paid. 
If 1943 payments exceed 1943 liability, 
the credit for excess payments is appli 
to the 1944 tax bill. ’ 

The victory tax return must be made. 
This amounts, roughly, to 5 per cent of 
the victory tax net income minus exemp- 
tions. 

One-half of the balance due on the 
1942 tax bill must be paid.* 

A declaration of estimated 1944 tax 
liability must be made and one-fourth 
of the estimated tax must be paid. 

June 15, 1944. The second quarter of 
the 1944 tax must be paid and, if neces- 
sary, an amended declaration of esti- 
mated income must be filed. 

September 15, 1944. The third quar- 
ter of the 1944 tax must be paid and, if 
necessary, an amended declaration of 
estimated income must be filed. 

December 15, 1944. The fourth quar- 
ter of the 1944 tax must be paid and, 
if necessary, an amended declaration of 
estimated income must be filed. 

March 15, 1945. The final income tax 
return for 1944 must be made. Any bal- 
ance due after deducting the four 1944 
payments must be paid. 

All of the balance due on the 1942 
tax bill must be paid. 

An estimate of 1945 tax liability must 
be filed and one-fourth of the tax due 
must be paid. 


*It is assumed that the 1942 incomes taxes 
were lower and were completely or partially 
cancelled under the provisions of the new tax 
bill,

Navy AWARDs SILVER STAR 
To Lieut. Compr. H. B. Haiscn 


The Silver Star Medal has been 
awarded by the President, through Sec- 
retary of the Navy Frank Knox to 
Lieut. Comdr. Howard B. Haisch, Den- 
tal Corps, United States Navy, for “con- 
spicuous gallantry” in action off French 
Morocco. Commander Haisch is a for- 
mer resident of Los Angeles. The text of 
his citation follows : 


For conspicuous gallantry and intrepidity 
while attached to a U.S. warship during the 
assault on and occupation of French Morocco 
from November 8 to November 11, 1942. In 
an engagement with hostile surface forces off 
Fedala, Lieutenant Haisch, serving as medi- 
cal officer and assigned to weather deck patrol, 
was struck in the right eye and blinded by an 
enemy shell fragment. With complete disre- 
gard for the pain and discomfort of his own 
injury, he courageously continued removing to 
the dressing station others who were wounded 
and administered treatment to them before 
submitting to medical attention himself. His 
heroic conduct and valiant devotion to duty 
under extremely adverse conditions. were in 
keeping with the highest traditions of the 
United States Naval Service.
